Under  Nature's  plan  for  developing  new  forms  of  flowers 
from  a common  ancestor,  there  are  two  well  defined  processes. 

The  first  is  by  variation  in  form  and  color  from  the  parent 
plant.  This  is  brought  about  by  cross  pollination  and  by  selec- 
tion, and  accounts  for  most  of  the  variation  whereby  new  named 
varieties  are  developed  from  seed. 

The  second  is  by  a “break,”  as  it  is  called  by  plant  breeders. 
This  is  where  there  is  not  only  difference  in  form  and  color  but 
where  a new  and  different  type  of  flower  is  developed. 

One  of  the  reasons  why  the  culture  of  the  tulip  is  so  popular 
in  Europe  is  that  “breaks”  of  this  kind  occur  rather  frequently  in 
the  tulip  family,  and  the  breeder  knows  that  in  his  lifetime  sev- 
eral “breaks”  may  occur  by  means  of  which  his  name  will  be 
handed  down  to  posterity  as  the  originator  of  a new  family  or 
type  of  tulip. 

But  “breaks”  are  very  rare  among  Dahlias,  Gladioli,  and  other 
flowers.  For  instance,  the  dealers’  catalogues  carry  about  five  dis- 
tinct types  of  Dahlias.  These  have  developed  from  two  original 
sources  of  the  wild  dahlia  since  it  was  first  cultivated  in  Europe 
about  130  years  ago.  This  means  that  in  a hundred  and  thirty 
years  there  have  been  not  more  than  three  pronounced  breaks  in 
the  Dahlia  family. 

There  are  two  distinct  types  of  Gladiolus  in  Commerce — the 
first  the  Gandivensis  type,  that  is  the  older  form  which  we  have 
all  raised  in  our  gardens.  The  second  the  Primulinus  type,  which 
is  becoming  increasingly  popular. 

The  first  break  in  the  Gladiolus  family  in  something  like  fifty 
years  occurred  when  Dr.  A.  R.  Sprague  produced  “The  Orchid” — 
an  orchid  flowering  type,  new  in  form  and  color. 

Dr.  Sprague,  of  the  Rancho  Santa  Fe  Bulb  Company,  has  been 
a specialist  in  Gladiolus  culture  for  more  than  thirty  years,  and 
has  originated  thousands  of  new  and  wonderful  variations  in 
both  the  Gandivensis  and  Primulinus  fields.  Over  nine  hun- 
dred of  these  have  been  marked  for  preservation  as  being  equal  to 
or  better  than  any  similar  known  varieties,  and  later  the  best  of 
them  will  be  put  on  the  market.  Dr.  Sprague  is  often  asked  how 
he  developed  The  Orchid.  He  usually  smiles  and  says  that  these 
processes  are  very  mysterious  and  secret,  but  when  he  is  in  a mood

to  talk  he  will  tell  you  that  a “break”  of  this  kind  is  absolutely 
beyond  the  control  of  man  and  is  one  of  the  wonder-works  of  the 
Creator. 

Last  year  we  did  not  wish  to  begin  distributing  The  Orchid 
until  we  had  increased  our  stock,  so  we  announced  a price  of  $100 
a bulb,  thinking  that  this  would  be  prohibitive  for  a flower  so 
little  known  and  advertised.  But  The  Orchid  was  shown  at  the 
Rochester  and  Boston  Gladiolus  shows  last  year  and  we  sold  more 
than  a dozen  of  these  rare  bulbs  at  the  $100  price.  These  were 
bought  by  the  professionals,  who  at  once  recognized  the  value  of 
the  new  creation. 

We  are  often  asked  how  any  one  can  afford  to  pay  a hundred 
dollars  for  a single  gladiolus  bulb.  The  reason  is  the  same  that 
justifies  a group  of  farmers  in  the  Middle  West  in  paying  tens  of 
thousands  of  dollars  for  a breeding  animal.  The  professional  who 
bought  a hundred  dollar  bulb  from  us  will  have  next  year  (if 
he  has  as  good  luck  as  we  do)  over  a hundred  bulbs  to  sell  from 
his  bulblets  from  the  first  planting  and  in  addition  will  have  a 
quantity  of  seed  which  may  develop  a great  family  of  variations 
from  this  new  orchid  type.  So  a hundred  dollar  bulb  is  a much 
better  investment  from  the  standpoint  of  the  cash  return  than  a 
hundred  twenty-five  cent  bulbs  would  be. 

The  Orchid  is  wonderful  in  its  reproducing  power.  We  fre- 
quently get  from  a hundred  to  a hundred  and  seventy  bulblets 
from  one  bulb.  Because  of  this,  we  now  have  a large  stock  of 
The  Orchid,  and  this  year  it  is  offered  for  the  first  time  at  $10  a 
bulb.  At  this  price  it  will  be  a money-maker  for  those  who  get 
in  early  on  this  new  variety. 

The  Orchid  is  a wonderful  flower  for  bridal  bouquets  and  for 
June  graduation  corsages.  When  arranged  with  background  of 
green  and  so  worn  it  looks  much  like  a Cattleya  Orchid,  as  it  is 
like  an  orchid  in  both  form  and  color.  The  flowers,  as  grown  by 
us,  range  in  natural  spread  of  petals  from  five  to  eight  and  one- 
half  inches,  with  four  or  five  open  at  one  time.  It  has  peculiar 
lasting  power  as  a cut  flower  when  worn  as  a corsage  bouquet  and 
therefore  kept  out  of  water. 

The  photograph  shows  the  lacinated  edges  and  the  beautiful 
ruffling,  but  leaves  to  the  imagination  the  exquisite  orchid  color- 
ing— lavender  pink  upon  the  paler  flushed,  frosted  surface.

We  pay  postage  on  all  orders 
amounting  to  $2.00  or  more,  except  where  rates 
are  quoted  by  the  thousand,  when  we  will  make 
delivery  at  express  office  here  and  send  express 
collect.  We  will  replace  any  bulbs  which  are 
not  satisfactory,  upon  the  return  of  the  same. 
We  quote  on  size  1 Lf  inches  up,  for  we  have 
found  that  a young  high  crown  bulb  of  that 
diameter  is  better  than  most  2"  bulbs  of  greater 
age.  Nearly  all  of  our  stock  this  year  are  splen- 
did big,  round  bulbs  full  of  vigor,  averaging 
1 Yi"  and  up.  Our  soil  and  climatic  conditions 
are  perhaps  unequalled  for  producing  growing 
stock  for  early  planting  or  forcing. 

We  are  prepared  to  furnish  planting  stock 
number  3,  4 and  5 sizes  of  leading  varieties  by 
the  hundred  or  thousand,  and  will  furnish  quo- 
tations upon  request.
